To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  &  Councillors 

of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough . 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  8th 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  your  Borough. 

Owing  to  the  ending  of  hostilities  in  Europe,  it 
is  again  permitted  to  publish  population  and  other 
statistics,  and  a  number  of  these  are  again  included  in 
the  Report,  which,  however,  is  still  condensed  as  com¬ 
pared  with  pre-war  standards.  None  of  the  salient  points 
of  the  year’s  work  have,  however,  been  omitted,  and 
comments  on  the  various  activities  will  be  found  under 
the  appropriate  headings. 

Last  year  I  commented  on  the  small  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria.  This  year  the  number  is  even  less  (7  as 
compared  with  1 2  in  1943)*  This  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
comparatively  high  percentage  of  children  in  the  Borough 
who  are  now  immunised  against  the  disease.  It  is  to  bo 
hoped  that  as  a  result  the  public  will  not  be  lulled  into 
a  false  sense  of  security,  and  that  the  response  to  the 
Council’s  offer  of  free  immunisation  will  be  maintained. 

Two  new  features  of  this  year’s  work  have  been 
the  measures  adopted  to  secure  the  better  suxDervision  of 
the  iDremature  and  illegitimate  infant.  With  the  best 
scheme  in  the  world,  not  every  premature  infant  can  be 
saved,  nor  every  illegitimate  infant  given  all  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  legitimate  child,  (in  passing  it  may  be 
noted  that  the  future  prospects  of  some  legitimate 
children  are  far  from  rosy)  but  every  effort  is  being 
made  to  improve  their  lot . 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Health  Committee  and  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  their  co-operation  and  support 
during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  is  derived  from  the  uplands 
of  Charnwood  Forest,  a  sparsely  populated  district,  most  of 
which  is  grassland.  The  water  is  collected  from  the  sources 
of  supply  of  the  Blackbrook  and  the  Woodbrook,  each  stream 
having  a  separate  reservoir  in  which  water  is  stored.  The 
Blackbrook  is  the  larger,  as  also  is  the  reservoir,  and  stands 
on  a  higher  altitude,  so  that  water  gravitates  therefrom  to 
the  Woodbrook  Reservoir  at  Nanpantan.  The  water  is  purified 
by  passage  through  primary  pressure  filters,  followed  by  slow 
sand  filtration,  and  finally  by  treatment  with  chloramine,  thus 
giving  a  supply  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  and  a  high 
degree  of  bacterial  purity. 

The  water  has  no  plumb o~ solvent  action. 

Regular  chemical  and  bacterial  examinations  of  both  raw 
and  treated  water  are  made,  and  the  results  have  been  consis¬ 
tently  satisfactory.  Four  examinations  of  the  raw  water  and 
24  of  the  treated  water  have  been  made  during  the  year. 

The  Corporation  also  supply  the  inhabitants  of  Belton, 

Long  Whatton,  Sutton  Bonington  and  East  Leake  as  direct 
consumers,  and  the  township  of  Shepshed  with  a  bulk  supply. 
During  the  war  an  extension  was  made  to  supply  the  R.A.F. 

Station  at  Wymeswold  -  this  supply  is  likely  to  be  determined 
in  due  course . 

For  40  years  a  supply  has  been  provided  for  the  L.M.  &  S. 
Railway  (originally  the  Midland  Railway)  for  the  pick-up 
troughs  north  of  Loughborough.  Owing  to  the  increasing  demand 
on  the  undertaking,  this  supply  (amounting  to  150,000  gallons 
per  diem)  was  determined  in  1944,  as  it  was  considered  that  this 
could  comparatively  easily  be  replaced  by  non-potable  water 
from  the  river. 

Owing  to  the  abnormally  dry  winter  of  1943-44,  coupled 
with  the  increased  demand  on  the  undertaking,  it  was  necessary 
during  the  greater  part  of  1944  to  impose  restrictions  on 
consumers  throughout  the  area  of  supply.  Fortunately  the 
heavy  rainfall  in  the  Autumn  enabled  the  supply  to  be  fully 
restored  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  increased  demand  on  the 
undertaking  had  reached  a  point  when  it  was  clear  that 
additional  sources  of  supply  would  shortly  be  necessary, 
consideration  was  given  during  the  early  war  years  to  the 
possible  additional  water  resources  which  might  be  made 
available  to  the  undertaking.  During  the  war  years,  an  abnor¬ 
mal  increased  demand  had  in  fact  taken  the  consumption  to  a 
point  well  in  excess  of  the  safe  yield. 
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Surveys  were  made  of  the  whole  of  the  resources  in  the 
immediate  environs  of  the  town,  and  a  Bill  was  promoted  in 
1943  for  the  construction  of  an  additional  reservoir  at 
Nanpantan.  The  Bill  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  27th 
Judy  1944*  In  the  meantime,  Leicester  had  decided  to  promote 
a  Bill  for  tapping  the  resources  of  the  Manifold  Valley,  and 
the  possible  alternative  now  presented  is  receiving  consideration. 

The  proportion  of  dwelling  houses  and  the  population 
supplied  from  public  mains  in  the  Borough  is  98%  by  direct 
supply  and  0.5%  by  standpipes.

Maternity  Services. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
attended  by  the  Municipal  Midwives  during  the  year.  Three 
midv/ives  were  employed,  and  each  attended  approximately  93 
cases,  an  increase  of  17  each.  As  a  result  of  this  there 
has  been  a  slight  diminution  in  the  average  number  of  visits 
per  case,  both  ante-natal  and  post-natal.  The  point  has  now 
been  reached  when  any  further  increase  in  the  number  of  bookings 
will  necessitate  consideration  being  given  to  the  provision  of 
an  additional  midwife,  possibly  combined  with  district  nursing.

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centres  daring  the  year  was  the  highest  ever  recorded,  and 
exceeds  the  previous  highest  figure  of  15*760  (in  1941 )  by 
over  2,100.  This  large  increase  was  only  partly  due  to  the 
children  from  the  evacuation  areas  during  the  V  weapon  attacks 
in  the  latter  half  of  1944*

Home  Visits  by  Health  Visitors . 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the  Health  Visitors 
would  have-  shewn  an  increase  during  the  year  but  for  the 
absence  through  illness  of  one  of  the  staff  for  a  period  of 
3  months.  The  present  health  visiting  staff  is  barely 
sufficient  to  deal  adequately  with  the  work,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  increasing  calls  upon  their  time  in  connection 
with  special  surveys,  e.g.  diphtheria  immunisation,  visits  in 
connection  with  proposed  adoptions  etc.  -  work  which  quite 
properly  falls  within  the  scope  of  their  duties.

Wartime  Day  Nurseries. 

A  third  wartime  nursery  was  opened  at  the  end  of  February, 
and  this,  together  with  the  previously  existing  nurseries,  has 
been  in  full  occupation  throughout  the  year.  The  nurseries 
provide  115  places  for  children  of  mothers  who  are  in  employment 

With  the  approach  of  the  end  of  hostilities,  the  question 
has  been  raised  as  to  the  fate  of  the  large  number  of  wartime 
nurseries  throughout  the  country.  On  the  one  hand  there  are 
those  who  dislike  the  wartime  nursery;  who  state  that  it  is 
undesirable  to  take  a  child  from  the  care  of  its  mother  at  a 
tender  age  and  to  place  it  in  a  strange  environment  and  one  in 
which  it  is  exposed,  at  the  most  susceptible  age,  to  the  risk 
of  infectious  disease.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  those  who 
would  have  an  even  greater  number  of  day  nurseries  than  at  the 
present  time. 
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It  Booms,  as  in  most  arguments  of  this  sort,  that  the 
middle  course  is  the  right  one.  There  is  no  question  that, 
speaking  generally,  a  child  is  better  in  the  physical  and 
emotional  environment  of  a  good  home  and  looked  after  by  its 
mother,  but  there  are  many  cases  where  circumstances  are  such 
as  to  preclude  a  normal  homo  life.  The  mother  may  be  a  widow 
or  single  girl,  who  has  to  work  to  maintain  herself  and  her 
child.  The  family  may  be  living  in  rooms  or  overcrowded  con¬ 
ditions  whero  the  children  have  no  freedom  to  develop  their 
physical  and  mental  activities.  Then  there  is  the  grossly 
incompetent  mother,  who  is  incapable  of  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  bringing  up  a  family  without  assistance,  or  the 
mother  who  falls  ill  or  is  expecting  confinement. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  suggested  that,  as  nurseries 
become  redundant  for  their  present  purpose  of  providing  for  the 
children  of  workers,  thoy  should  be  offered  to  Local  Education 
Authorities  for  use  as  nursery  schools.  In  this  capacity  they 
will,  however,  only  cater  for  children  from  3-5  years,  or  at 
most  from  2-3,  for  the  usual  school  hours.  This  will  not  cover 
the  problem  of  the  child  who  requires  accommodation  for  a 
longer  period  of  the  day,  or  is  under  2  years  of  age. 

The  maintenance  of  some  nursery  provision  after  the  war 
to  deal  with  peace  time  difficulties  would  prove  a  great  boon 
to  the  community,  and  is  indeed  essential  to  the  solution  of 
many  of  the  domestic  problems  mentioned  above. 


Illegitimate  Children. 

There  has,  during  the  war  years,  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  illegitimate  births  out  of  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  legitimate  births. 

In  October  1943?  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  Circular 
(2866)  drawing  the  attention  of  Local  Authorities  to  the 
problem,  and  suggesting  ways  in  which  the  mother  might  be 
helped  and  the  welfare  of  the  child  safeguarded.  It  was  felt 
that  the  person  best  able,  in  the  first  instance,  to  advise 
and  assist  the  mother  of  an  illegitimate  child  was  the  Health 
Visitor,  who,  by  virtue  of  her  work,  was  in  close  touch  with 
the  mothers  m  her  area.  Moreover,  the  fewer  persons  visiting 
a  home  the  bettor.  To  deal  with  the  wider  aspects  of  the 
problem  (affiliation  orders,  finding  suitable  occupation  for  the 
mother,  or,  if  necessary,  the  adoption  of  the  child),  the 
assistance  of  the  Leicester  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association 
was  enlisted. 

A  joint  arrangement  between  the  City  of  Leicester,  the 
Leicestershire  County  Council,  Market  Harborough  and  Loughborough 
was  made  to  exchange  information  on  illegitimate  births  in  their 
respective  areas,  and  to  refer  cases  to  the  Moral  Welfare 
Association,  who  appointed  a  further  social  worker .  The 
expenses  and  salary  of  the  latter  are  paid  by  the  City  and 
County  in  equal  amount,  and  Loughborough  and  Market  Harborough 
have  agreed  to  contribute  to  the  County  Council's  payment  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  illegitimate  births  occurring  in 
their  areas c 


The  arrangement,  which  was  previously  in  operation  on 
a  less  formal  basis,  has  continued  to  work  well. 

Premature  Infants . 

In  March  1944  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular _ 20/44 
bringing  to  tho  notice  of  Welfaro  Authorities  recommendations 
on  administrative  action  for  the  care  of  premature  infants. 
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So  far  as  practicable  to  the  area,  these  recommendations 
have  been  carried  out.  A  necessary  preliminary  is  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  more  accurate  information  with  regard  to  the 
occurrence  of  premature  births.  Per  this  purpose  a  child 
weighing  5J-  lbs.  or  less  at  birth  is  considered  to  be  pre¬ 
mature,  and  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  County 
Council  and  the  City  of  Leicester  for  the  exchange  of 
information  with  regard  to  such  births,  and  close  liaison  is 
maintained  with  the  local  hospital,  nursing  homes  and  the 
midwives . 

The  Ministry  now  require  that  records  as  to  the  survival 
of  premature  infants  should  be  kept. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES,  (see  also  table  at  end  of  report) 
Diphtheria . 

9  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received  (compared 
with  21  in  1943)*  All  were  admitted  to  hospital,  together 
with  a  suspected  case  for  observation.  In  two  cases,  and  in  the 
suspected  case,  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed.  There  were 
no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

66  notifications  of  this  disease  were  received,  the 
same  number  as  in  1943.  Of  these  57  were  removed  to  hospital. 

In  6  cases  the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed.  There  was  one 
death,  but,  in  general,  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Measles . 

Thera  were  91  notifications  of  this  disease,  mainly 
during  December. 

Other  notifiable  diseases  called  for  no  special  comment. 
DIPHTHERIA  liMJNIS AT ION . 

The  measures  previously  reported  for  stimulating  the 
early  immunisation  of  children  have  been  continued  during 
the  year,  and  the  acceptances  have  been  satisfactory.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1944. 


To  the  Mayor , Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough 
Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  • 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  thirty-sixth 
Annual  Report  of  the  operations  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector1 s  and 
Public  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31st  1944. 


As  in  the  previous  war  years,  restriction  on  the  use 
of  paper  prevents  a  more  detailed  report  on  the  Department’s 
activities,  but  it  is  hoped  that  we  may  see  an  early  return  to  our 
usual  practice. 

Salvage  figures  have  unfortunately  fallen  during  the 
year,  being  £2843.  Is.  4d,  compared  with  £3248.  3s.  I0d  for  the 
previous  year;  this  being  due  mainly  to  a  falling  market  and  a 
general  public  feeling  that  the  war  is  practically  over  and  that 
the  need  for  salvage  has  passed. 


Generally  speaking,  good  progress  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  and  I  would  like 
to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee, my 
Assistants  and  Clerks  for  their  support.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

75  samples  of  milk  have  been  submitted  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  63  were  recorded  as  satisfactory. 

In  the  case  of  unsatisfactory  results,  frequent  inspections  have 
been  made  to  the  farms  and  dairies  concerned  and  advice  given  to 
the  farmer  and  dairymen. 

The  milk  supplied  to  the  schools  in  the  Borough  is  submitted 
monthly  for  bacteriological  examination  and  every  three  months  for 
fat  content,  and  the  standard  of  the  milk  has  reached  a  high  level.

DISINFESTATION. 

31  premises  were  inspected  for  vermin,  which  necessitated  31 
rooms  being  treated.  Effective  results  were  obtained  after  treat¬ 
ment. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

20  trades  are  registered  with  the  Local  Authority  and  during 
the  year  under  survey,  75  visits  were  made  and  conditions  found  to 
be  satisfactory,  no  serious  infringements  were  found. 

RATS  AND,  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  191.9 

&  INFESTATION  ORDER,  1943. 

War-time  conditions  have  necessitated  stricter  supervision 
of  this  branch  of  our  duties  and  during  the  year,  a  full-time 
Rodent  Operator  was  engaged  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Food.  702  inspections  and  visits  were  made  to  infested 
premises  within  the  Borough  and  the  appropriate  treatment  applied 
in  all  cases  with  very  satisfactory  results.  The  continuance 
of  paying  2d  per  carcase  brought  to  the  Department  resulted 
in  488  rats  being  killed  at  a  cost  to  the  Council  of  £4*  Is.  4d. 


SHOPS  ACTS.  1912.1915.1928,1934  &  1936 . 

150  shops  in  the  Borough  were  inspected  under  the  above  Acts, 
dealing  with  sanitary  and  washing  accommodation,  ventilators  and 
the  working  conditions  of  the  shop  assistants  and  hours  of 
1  employment  of  the  young  persons. 

,  No  legal  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year. 


FACTORIES  APT,  1 937  . 

Routine  inspections  of  Factories  have  been  carried  out  in  the 
district.
